■ Brussels proposals to stamp on political dissent 


'Racism' and 
'xenophobia', 
as defined by 
liberals, would 
be serious crimes in Britain 
under new proposals put forward 
by Brussels bureaucrats. 
Speaking out against immigra¬ 
tion or moves to a federal 
European superstate, along with 
participation in any organisation 
with such un-PC views, would 
carry a prison sentence of two 
years! The plans, .drafted by the 
European Union, define racism 
and xenophobia as aversion to 
individuals based on "race, 
colour, descent, religion or 
belief, national or ethnic origin." 


The measures against free 
speech would include laws 
against "public dissemination of 
tracts, pictures, or other material 
containing expressions of racism 
or xenophobia" - including 
material posted on the Internet. 
Any country would be able to 
issue an arrest warrant for any 
dissident anywhere in the 
European Union. The proposals 
will require the unanimous back¬ 
ing of all 15 EU states, so may 
not be passed for quite some 
time, but the fact that such total¬ 
itarian ideas are even being sug¬ 
gested shows how the liberals 
are both arrogant and scared of 
popular opposition.

Time to up the speed limit 



^HR In a rare conces- 
; sion to Britain's 

26 million per- 
s e c u t e d 
motorists, the 
Government has 
ordered fifteen police forces to 
stop using hidden speed cam¬ 
eras. From now on, the hated 
boxes will have to be painted 
bright yellow, and be positioned 
so that drivers can see them from 
set distances. The rapid spread 
of speed cameras has become a 
notorious system of hidden taxa¬ 
tion, not least because the road 
casualty figures used to 'justify' 
their introduction were fiddled 


so as to overstate the safety 
value of speed cameras. No one 
denies that speed limits are nec¬ 
essary, and, in fact, there is a 
good case for lowering them to 
20mph at certain points and 
times of day, such as near pri¬ 
mary schools when children are 
on their way to school or home. 
But the massively improved 
braking ability of modem cars 
means that the 70 mph limit on 
motorways is far too low. The 
limit should be raised by at least 
lOmph, and to 90 mph in the 
outside lane. In the meantime, 
all speed cameras should be 
painted yellow.

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Labour lends a

The end of November once again saw the BNP at the very centre ofpolitical debate in 
Britain, with the pseudo-nationalist outburst by the Home Secretary about the need 
for immigrants to learn English and integrate. This a cynical attempt to divert atten¬ 
tion from criticism - due out in official reports on the Summer's race riots the very 
next day - of Labour's anti-white bias in government spending, and the way in which 
it has done so much to alienate sections of the white working class in places like 
Oldham, Bradford and Burnley. 


C learly David Blunkett also hopes that 
ordinary voters have such short mem¬ 
ories that they'll believe that Blair's 
rotten Government has suddenly become 
pro-white and will flock back to vote 
Labour next May. Unfortunately for him, 
however, Labour's pro-Muslim credentials 
are already so deeply entrenched in such 
places that his sudden 'conversion' to 
British nationalism won't fool anyone. 

Media stupidity 

All Blunkett's comments will do - apart 
from further alienating the 
hyper-sensitive Muslim com¬ 
munity and leading to even 
more attacks on innocent non- 
Muslims - is to push the 
debate about race and immi¬ 
gration even further up the 
popular agenda. 

The media's habit of respond¬ 
ing to such stories by putting 
up an endless string of arro¬ 
gant "Asian community lead¬ 
ers" who promptly blame all 
the problems on "white 
racism" is also pushing more 
and more ordinary white people to the 
BNP. 

Fairer deal for whites 

By adopting the language, analysis and 
even the policies of the British National 
Party, the Labour party thinks it can "head 
us off at the pass" before next May's coun¬ 
cil elections. In fact, by legitimising our 
arguments Labour is undermining the 
remaining smear value of the 'racist' tag. 

By talking about the need for "a fairer 
deal for whites" when it comes to council 
and government spending, Labour are only 
confirming that whites have been getting 
an unfair deal, thereby proving that the 
BNP has been right all along. Furthermore, 


by making this point, Labour will 
inevitably raise expectations that some¬ 
thing will now be done about it.

CHAIRMAN'S ARTICLE 


NICK GRIFFIN: "NO BRITISH 
BLOOD FOR AFGHANISTAN!" 

Following the September 11th attacks, the British National Party leadership announced the party's conditional support 
for retaliatory strikes by British aircraft and special forces against Osama Bin Laden's Al-Qaeda network and their Afghan 
Taliban hosts. This stance was predictably popular among ordinary voters, especially the white working class in areas 
where ordinary families have direct personal experience of the problems caused by Islamic fundamentalist extremists. 



W hile Bush and Blair 
had no real evidence 
to linking Bin Laden 
directly with the 
attacks, it was also clear from his 
past statements and actions that 
the fanatical millionaire was at 
least the spiritual Godfather of 
this kind of terrorism. 

Underlying reason 

Furthermore, it was necessary to 
look at the overall, geo-political 
'big picture.' Regardless of pre¬ 
cisely who authorised the 
Manhattan Massacre, irrespec¬ 
tive of the way in which 
American foreign policy in the 
Middle East could be seen as the 
underlying reason for the car¬ 
nage, and despite the fact that 
the target was in reality a Twin 
Tower of Babel - part of the 
power structure of a global capi¬ 
talism which has no loyalty to 
our ethnic group - the bottom 
line was that this was a devastat¬ 
ing attack by non-whites on 


what to the Third World is the 
symbolic heart of the White 
World. 

In a world where politics is 
ever more defined by ethnicity 
and tribalism, the destruction of 
the World Trade Center will 
have a long-term significance on 
a par with the defeat of the 
Russians at the hands of the 
Japanese in 1905, or of the 
British by the same foe at 
Singapore in 1942. The first of 
those disasters showed the 
would-be nationalist/communist 
masses of the coloured world 
that the White man was not 
invincible. The second proved to 
the Indians that the British were 
no exception, and made the loss 
of the Empire well-nigh 
inevitable. 

Western ridicule 

And nothing changes. The 
Sunday Telegraph has reported 
that September 11 videos are 
massively popular in China, 


complete with commen¬ 
taries such as: “This is 
the America the world 
wanted to see. Look at 
the panic in their faces as 
they wipe off the dust 
and crawl out of their 
strong buildings, now 
just a heap of rubble. We 
will never fear these peo¬ 
ple again, they have been 
shown to be soft-bellied 
paper tigers.” 

Particularly in America, 
quite a few people on the 
'right', both the political¬ 
ly serious and the 
Hollywood Nazis, have 
allowed their opposition 
to Zionism and to the 
scheming crooks in 
charge of the US gov¬ 
ernment to blind them to 
this simple fact: Billions 
of Third Worlders, who 
know little or nothing 
about who runs American for¬ 
eign policy, saw only the White 
Man's technology being turned 
against him by non-whites 
armed just with Stanley knives. 

Symbolism and deterrence 

The only way to prevent 
September 11th becoming a last¬ 
ing lesson in the weakness of the 
White World was for the White 
Man's military machine to wreak 
devastating death and destruc¬ 
tion on those held to be respon¬ 
sible. As a matter of fact, for the 
purposes of symbolism and 
deterrence, it didn't even matter 
too much whether the right 
bunch of non-whites were hit; 
the important thing was to show 
the entire world that there is still 
a terrible price to pay for push¬ 
ing the 'West' too far. The 
Chinese, in particular, will prob¬ 
ably have put their planned final 
conflict with the USA back by a 
number of years having seen 
those daisy-cutter bombs in 


action. This was the main rea¬ 
son why the BNP leadership 
made the decision to make an 
apparent exception to the funda¬ 
mental nationalist policy of 
keeping out of foreign quarrels 
and, in particular, not risking 
British lives on behalf of Uncle 
Sam and his Zionist appendage 
in the Middle East. 

We agreed to back Blair's plan 
to add British warplanes to the 
US assault on Afghanistan not 
because we had suddenly fallen 
in love with American imperial¬ 
ism, but because this was a criti¬ 
cal moment in history when it 
was vital for the White Man to 
be seen to stand up and hit back. 

Jack London recognised the 
same need as a journalist cover¬ 
ing the Russo-Japanese War at 
the start of the last century, and 
saw all too clearly the long-term 
implications of the decision of 
the British and Americans to put 
their narrow imperialist interests 
before the global imperative to 
aid their racial kinsmen. We still 
believe in keeping Britain out of 
quarrels that have nothing to do 
with British interests, but under¬ 
stand that making an example of 
the Taliban was indeed very 
much in our interest - and in the 
interest of every white nation 
and individual on this small 
planet! 

Political considerations 

And, of course, there were more 
prosaic but no less important 
political considerations at home. 
To have adopted a policy which 
would have been presented by 
the media as being simultane¬ 
ously soft on the likes of Bin 
Laden - Public Enemy Number 
One - and critical of Zionism - 
Public Taboo Number One - 
would have been political sui¬ 
cide, particularly for a party still 
falsely accused of being pro- 
Hitler and whose strongest 
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If President Bush was truly serious about punishing 
nations that support or harbour terrorists , he would 
have begun with Israel , a nation that elected one of 
the world's worst terrorists and mass murderers as its 
the Head of State. Does America ’s Senate punish 
Israel for harbouring terrorists? No , instead they sup¬ 
ply their terrorists with billions of American taxpayer’s 
dollars and the very weapons with which they kill! 


grass-roots support is in areas 
where Islamic fundamentalism 
is widely understood to be a very 
serious danger. 

Furthermore, the fact that 
Britain has joined in what 
President Bush initially called a 
"Crusade" against an Islamic 
enemy has clear implications for 
the stability of the multiracial 
society. If our Masters don't like 
this fact, they should have 
thought of that before they 
decided to ignore Kipling's 
warning about "the stranger 
within my gate." Once again, it 
is most definitely in the interest 
of the long-term survival of the 
British people for Tony Blair to 
embroil us in a no-win war 
against Islamic extremists 
abroad - nothing could do a bet¬ 
ter job of highlighting the prob¬ 
lems of immigration at home. 

Conditional support 

We therefore came out in sup¬ 
port of the initial bombing, 
although we also stated right 
from the start our belief that it 
was essential that this action 
should go hand in hand with 
three measures by the govern¬ 


ments of the 
USA and UK to 
remove the irri¬ 
tants which rub 
on Muslim pop¬ 
ulations and turn 
some of their 
young hot-heads 
in particular into 
potential recruits 
for Islamic 
extremists. 

These were: 1) 
Pressure Israel 
to reach a fair 
and just settle¬ 
ment with the 
Palestinians; 2) 
End the 10-year 
campaign of 
bombings and 
sanctions against 
Iraq, and 3) 
Withdraw US 
troops from 
Saudi Arabia, 
where their pres¬ 
ence is deeply 
offensive to all 
good Muslims. 

We also urged 
against any 
long-term Bri¬ 
tish involvement 
in Afgh-anistan. 
All-in-all, hardly 
a position in 
favour of Ame¬ 
rican or Zionist imperialism, but 
a commonsense and principled 
response to one of the defining 
events of our age. 

Reservations 

The vast majority of British 
nationalists either worked out 
the logic of all this for them¬ 
selves, while most of the minor¬ 
ity who expressed knee-jerk 
reservations understood our rea¬ 
sons once they were explained. 
As always, of course, the usual 
little band of dinosaurs and 
rumourmongers went to work. 
They ignored completely our 
three demands for lasting peace 
in order to suggest that running a 
campaign to warn the British 
people about the dangers of 
Islamic fundamentalism means 
that we've turned into Zionists. 
And they quoted selectively and 
dishonestly from our official 
statements to imply that we were 
unthinkingly pro-Bush. 

This caused me some personal 
amusement since I was organis¬ 
ing high-profile demonstrations 
in favour of British nuclear 
armed neutrality and against 
having American bases on our 


soil, while most BNP members 
at the time were in favour of 
Cruise missiles, just because the 
long-haired freaks, crop-headed 
lesbians and leftist vicars of 
CND were against them. The 
idea that I would steer the BNP 
towards a position of approval 
of, let alone subservience to, 
American imperialism is ludi¬ 
crous. 

Don’t mess with us 

Responding to the plans of Bush 
and Blair, and of the various 
interest groups pulling their 
strings, the BNP said right from 
the start that our support for 
strikes against the Taliban and 
Al-Qaeda was limited both in 
time and scope. Well, the air 
strikes did go ahead and the 
Taliban regime has been 
destroyed, which provides the 
necessary object lesson to any 
other Third World regime which 
might be tempted, for whatever 
reason, to harbour terrorists who 
strike against the West. The mes¬ 
sage "Don't Mess With Us" will 
have been received loud and 
clear over the whole planet. 

But that is enough. For Bush 
and Blair to continue their "War 
Against Terror" any longer will 
be a grave mistake, particularly 
as the 'green light' given by the 
USA to the Israelis to crush the 
Palestinians in their own home¬ 
land will pour high octane fuel 
on the fires of Islamic discontent 
around the world. 

Add to this the clearly stated 
intention of the people in charge 
of America to target a rolling hit 
list of "40 to 50" Muslim states - 
including Somalia, 
the Sudan and Iraq - 
and you have the 
recipe for a global 
conflagration 
between hundreds of 
millions of the fol¬ 
lowers of a 7th 
Century visionary, 
and the advocates of 
the equally irrational 
and Messianic drive 
for a 21st Century 
New World Order. 

Neither side has any¬ 
thing to offer 
Britain, and as 
nationalists we want 
nothing to do with 
their war. 

No British blood 

Nor are we willing 
to accept that a sin¬ 
gle British soldier 


should die in Afghanistan, either 
in order to guard the 'humanitar¬ 
ian' relief convoys with which 
Bush & Co are hoping to bribe 
the natives into given up their 
independence, or to enforce the 
peace needed to construct the 
huge oil pipeline which the US 
oil interests want to build there. 

One of the most disgusting 
things about the so-called 
Coalition Against Terror's inter¬ 
vention in Afghanistan is the 
way in which even supposedly 
leftist commentators have 
refused to expose the role of the 
oil industry and drugs cartels in 
pushing for the war and subse¬ 
quent occupation. Quite simply, 
if the Taliban had been prepared 
to allow that pipeline to be built, 
or to lift their ban on the grow¬ 
ing of opium poppies, they'd still 
be in power today. The whole 
campaign is a cynical exercise in 
vested interest politics, and we 
demand that Britain play no fur¬ 
ther part in it. 

Conclusion 

The same will be true of the 
coming wave of 'Western' 
attacks on other Islamic coun¬ 
tries. No doubt the System's 
propaganda machine will come 
out with waves of shocking tall 
stories designed to stampede the 
masses into war fever; but we 
won't be among the cattle. With 
the punitive air raids over, from 
henceforth our message will be 
straightforward: "No British 
blood for Afghanistan. No 
British involvement in New 
World Order wars!"

Who is Osama bin Laden? 



Osama bin Laden went from obscurity to being the world's most wanted man on 
September 11th. But despite all the headlines, most people know really very little 
about the real Osama bin Laden, where he came from, or details of his career. The 
following is the biography of the Godfather of international Islamic terrorism... 


B om in 1957 to a Syrian 
mother and a poor 
Yemeni father who both 
moved to Saudi Arabia, 
Osama bin Laden was the sev¬ 
enth son of fifty brothers and sis¬ 
ters. His father, Mohammed 
Awad bin Laden, started out life 
as a labourer, but ended up own¬ 
ing the largest construction firm 
in Saudi Arabia, amassing a for¬ 
tune and building strong links 
with the Saudi Royal family, 
who in return decreed that all 
construction contracts should go 
to bin Laden's company. 

Fatherly influence 

The father had very dominating 
personality. He insisted on keep¬ 
ing all his wives and children in 


one huge house. He 
was a tough disci¬ 
plinarian and 
enforced a strict 
religious and social 
code on all his chil¬ 
dren. He dealt with 
his children as big 
men and demanded 
that they show con¬ 
fidence at a young 
age. 

Osama lost his 
father when he was 
13. He married at 
the age of 17 to a 
Syrian girl who 
was a relative, and grew up as a 
religiously committed boy. 
Osama had his primary, second¬ 
ary and university education in 
Jeddah. 

Education 

He gained a degree in public 
administration in 1981 from 
King Abdul-Aziz university in 
Jeddah. Following this he trav¬ 
elled widely, including countries 
of the Arabian Peninsula, Syria, 
Pakistan, Afghanistan, Sudan 
and the West. During this period 
he gained a reputation as a play¬ 
boy, but later rediscovered his 
Islamic faith. 

When the Soviets invaded 
Afghanistan, Osama went to 
Pakistan to meet refugees, and 


on return to Saudi Arabia he 
started lobbying for the Saudis 
to support the mujahedeen (the 
native rebels fighting the 
Soviets). In 1982 he decided to 
go inside Afghanistan. He took 
with him money and construc¬ 
tion machinery and put them at 
the disposal of the mujahedeen. 
He started spending more and 
more time in Afghanistan, occa¬ 
sionally joining actual battles. 

Birth of Al-Qaeda 

In 1986 Osama decided to build 
his own training camps inside 
Afghanistan for foreign anti- 
Soviet volunteer fighters. He 
then decided to have his own 
front and to run his own battles 
with his own command. Among 
the Arab fighters he had there 
were senior Arab ex-military 
men from Syria and Egypt with 
extensive military experience. 
Between 1984-1989 he spent 
more time in Afghanistan than in 
Saudi Arabia. In late 1989 the 
Soviets withdrew from 
Afghanistan, and he returned to 
Saudi Arabia. Al-Qaeda, mean¬ 
ing "the base", was created in 
1989 as Soviet forces withdrew 
from Afghanistan and Osama 
Bin Laden and his colleagues 
began looking for new Jihads. 
The organisation grew out of the 
network of Arab volunteers who 


had gone to Afghanistan in the 
1980s to fight under the banner 
of Islam against Soviet 
Communism. The "Arab 
Afghans", as they become 
known, were battle-hardened 
and highly motivated. 

The Iraqi situation 

He attracted government anger 
by lecturing and making speech¬ 
es warning of impending inva¬ 
sion by Saddam Hussain of Iraq, 
who at the time was on good 
terms with the Saudis. 

When Iraq invaded Kuwait, he 
saw it as fulfilling his prophecy. 
He immediately sent a letter to 
the King suggesting in detail 
how to protect the country from 
potentially advancing Iraqi 
forces. In addition to many mili¬ 
tary tactics suggested, he volun¬ 
teered to bring all the Arab 
mujahedeen to defend the Saudi 
kingdom. 

While he was expecting the 
call to mobilise his men and 
equipment he heard the news 
which transformed his life com¬ 
pletely. The Americans were 
coming instead to deal with 
Saddam. Bin Laden was furious 
and started lobbying against the 
decision. The regime was not 
happy with his activities so they 
limited his movements to Jeddah 
only. He was summoned for

his speeches and activities and 
was warned to be quiet. 

To the Sudan 

He didn't want to stay in Saudi 
Arabia with ‘infidel’ Americans 
around so he left for Pakistan, 
then on to Afghanistan. While in 
Afghanistan he was the victim of 
many assassination attempts by 
the Saudi secret services. 

After failing to arbitrate in the 
civil war which developed in 
Afghanistan he left for the 
Sudan, attracted by what was at 
that time an Islamic banner 
raised by the new regime in 
Sudan. His massive financial 
assets were frozen sometime 
between 1992 and 1994 by the 
Saudis, who also withdrew his 
citizenship. 

Back to Afghanistan 

Sudan was exposed to huge 
international pressure for host¬ 
ing bin Laden and his followers, 
and bin Laden felt that he was 
becoming an embarrassment to 
the Sudanese. Early in 1996 he 
started making contacts with his 
old friends in Afghanistan to 
prepare to move there instead. 
He fled Sudan in a very well 
planned operation, with many of 
his followers going straight to 
Jalalabad, in Eastern Afgha¬ 
nistan. When he arrived there, 


the situation in Afghanistan was 
very unsettled between the many 
factions, but he had very good 
relations with all sides and all 
would protect him. A few 
months after his arrival he issued 
his first anti-American message, 
a Declaration of War. That decla¬ 
ration was limited to expelling 
American forces from the 
Arabian Peninsula. 

Enter the Taliban 

The Taliban swept into Jalalabad 
in late 1996, almost without a 
fight. They gave bin Laden 
sanctuary on account of his past 
services to Islam. He then 
ordered his followers to join in 
the civil war on their side. The 
Taliban leader, Mullah Omar, 
met bin Laden in early 1997 and 
the exile then forged strong links 
with the scholars who ran the 
Taliban. His renewed presence 
in Afghanistan attracted many 
mujahedeen to move there 
again. 

Pan-lslamic 

There was also a new phenome¬ 
non during that period: Bin 
Laden decided to go pan-lslamic 
instead of Saudi or Arabic. He 
attracted Kashmiris, Pakistanis, 
Indians, and Muslims from the 
Soviet Republics. He thought at 
that stage that he could make an 
international alliance against 


America. In February 1998 he 
declared the formation of the 
International Front. Bin Laden 
then bombed US embassies in 
Kenya and Tanzania in July 
1998 - which attracted huge 
media attention - and the USS 
Cole warship in October 2000. 
Then there were several years of 
relative silence - until September 
11th! 

Since then, bin Laden has yet 
again displayed his dual nature. 
On the one hand, he remains 
committed to the Koran’s 
instructions to spread Islam over 
the entire world. But in an inter¬ 


view in November's Esquire 
magazine, he advised the 
American people "to find a 
nationalistic government that 
will look after their interests and 
not the interests of the Jews." 
Yet, clearly, such nationalist 
governments would put an 
immediate stop to the creeping 
Islamification of the West. But 
then, 'contradiction' could have 
been Osama bin Laden's middle 
name!

“A long journey into oblivion!” Just 32 months ago this was the triumphal claim of the BBC 
documentary on the BNP: The Lost Race. Panorama's Under the Skin of the BNP shows how 
things have changed, and how desperately short of material the smear-mongers now are! 



A t first, the idea of co¬ 
operating with 

Panorama met with 
some resistance within 
the party. This was soon quelled 
by the realisation that we have 
moved too far into the main¬ 
stream to shirk away from this 
type of scrutiny. 

Moreover, we knew that the 
programme would go ahead with 
or without our permission and 
involvement. If we “played 
ball,” we could at least nudge it 
towards showing some images - 
such as sticks of BNP rock and 
work with the victims of anti¬ 
white racism - that would show 
us in a good light. 

Unprecedented access 

We gave Panorama’s Murdoch 
Rodgers and his team unprece¬ 
dented access to the day-to-day 
life of the party. It was only on 
very rare occasions - and always 
at the request of ordinary mem¬ 
bers - that filming was barred. 

The Panorama team clearly 
came to the assignment with var¬ 
ious preconceptions about the 


BNP. I know for a fact that they 
were relieved when it was final¬ 
ly all over. A relationship that 
had started as hunter and hunted 
had undergone a subtle meta¬ 
morphosis. It began to dawn on 
Panorama that their “prey” was a 
lot more cunning than they had 
thought. 

Not only were we well capable 
of defending ourselves, we had 
the political savvy to bend our 
output through the politically 
correct prism we knew the BBC 
would use. The hunter had 
become the hunted, the ‘spin¬ 
ners’ were being ‘spun’ - facts 
with which they were not at 
ease. 

Expected message 

The finished programme put 
over precisely the message we 
had expected when we first 
decided to take part: “The BNP 
is growing and claims to have 
changed, but underneath the thin 
mainstream veneer there lurks, 
blah, blah.” Which means that at 
least the BBC told a substantial 
audience that we’ve seen the 


need to improve our image, that 
we’re trying to do so, and that 
we’re growing. That’s a lot bet¬ 
ter than we used to get! 

Apart from the blatant lies, the 
greatest failing was in the quali¬ 
ty of the production. The editing 
was poor, and it was obvious 
when people were cut off in 
mid-sentence. This was seen 
even more clearly by the many 
thousands of people who down¬ 
loaded the original, uncut inter¬ 
view we put on our website 
within 25 minutes of the credits 
rolling. 

Investigation 

There was also a lack of convic¬ 
tion in Jane Corbin’s commen¬ 
tary. At times it gave the impres¬ 
sion that Panorama were not so 
much aiming at the public as try¬ 
ing to convince themselves that 
the hours of footage showing the 
party in a good light that they 
had left on the cutting room 
floor had never even existed. 

After a five- 
month in- 
depth investi¬ 
gation, the 
biggest 
‘shock’ they 
could find was 
a few Bernard 
Manning 
jokes. And 
these ivory 
tower liberals 
are so out-of¬ 
touch with 
ordinary peo¬ 
ple that they 
thought that 
this ‘revela¬ 
tion’ would 
damage us! 

Even more pitiful was the fact 
that they failed to realise that we 


had made a conscious decision 
to throw them scraps like the 
late-night comedy and the 
YBNP paintballing session so as 
to give them material that they 
would find ‘offensive’ but which 
would be water off a duck’s back 
to potential voters, or even 
attractive to potential members. 

The greatest fault of all was the 
insistence that the BNP should 
provide proof for every single 
thing we said, whilst the BBC 
themselves utilised an actor to 
mouth the words of an alleged 
party mole, and a paid informer! 
The fact that the ‘mole’ also used 
phrases, such as “old wine in 
new bottles,” which are personal 
favourites of the editor of the 
anti-BNP magazine Searchlight , 
only added to the air of unreality 
for those “in the know.” 

Support 

Within an hour of the screening, 
the BBC’s own viewers’ Internet 
forum showed a massive level of 
support for the 
party, with 
many com¬ 
ments deeply 
critical of the 
style employed 
by Panorama. 
Meanwhile, 
our own 
Internet hit 
rate more than 
doubled. 

Things have 
changed very 
quickly in the 
last 32 

months. The 
BBC has got 
to wake up to

sible and talking about “cele¬ 
brating diversity,” “enriching 
our society” and “racists and 
xenophobes” simply doesn’t 
wash any more. The British 
electorate are learning how to 
translate from the politically 
correct codebook.

Eight outright lies from Panorama 



LIE 1: "We had a top level 
BNP insider as an inform¬ 
ant, but we've had to conceal 
his identity."

and unsubstantiated hearsay 
and fantasy put into a script. 
If the man existed they'd have 
revealed his identity and 
made the programme far 
more convincing (even 
though he'd still have been 
making it all up). 

LIE 2: The reason that there 
was no "Nazi regalia or 
white supremacist literature" 
on sale at the Red-White- 
and-Blue was that "the lead¬ 
ership had ordered that such

Truth : The man phoned up and 
said that he had been repeatedly 
racially abused by young 
Bengalis, and asked for advice 
on how to get it stopped - advice 
that Dave provided, because 
Citizens Advice Bureaux and 
such like won't help white peo¬ 
ple, hence the need for FAIR.

Panorama's Murdoch Rogers to 
tell him how they were in touch 
with the BNP, with several 
telling him how they were 
already working on our joint 
"Islam - a threat to us all" 


CD/cassette. One even offered to 
go on the programme, but 
Panorama conveniently forgot 
they existed. 

LIE 6: The criminal convic¬ 
tions of some BNP members 
show there's something wrong 
with the party. 

Truth: Getting into trouble at 
football matches, petty theft, 
being drunk and disorderly and 
such like are - like it or not - part 
of growing up in modem work¬ 
ing class Britain. According to 
some criminal statisticians, more 
than 70% of British males now 
get a criminal record by the time 
they're 25. The BNP recruits 
large numbers of working class 
lads, so we inevitably get their 
criminal records as well. But at 
least we don't have the pae¬ 
dophiles who infest the Labour 
Party (including the Cabinet), 
and we've never accepted £2 
million donations from Chinese 
drug barons like the 
Conservatives!

But after 
such a lacklustre, unconvinc¬ 
ing and most of all, dishonest 
programme, Panorama clear¬ 
ly felt that one last lie would¬ 
n't make a difference.

A REVIEW OF 2001: 

A TREMENDOUS YEAR 
FOR THE BNP! 

2001 started with the BNP leadership and key cadres meeting at a full weekend conference 
to plan the year, discuss our direction, and set achievable goals. The top quality input from 
a number of talented individuals who had not attended such events before was an early 
sign of the exciting amount of 'new talent' now getting seriously involved with the party. 



T he plans and decisions 
made at this leadership 
conference were then 
presented for scrutiny to 
the cream of the party's officials 
at a successful organisers' con¬ 
ference. Available at both these 
organisational events, was the 
newly refurbished Identity , 

which now boasted 16 full 
colour pages and superior layout 
and design. 

Gearing up 

The party then started to gear up 
for the general election by hold¬ 
ing two national rallies. The 
first, held in London, was a big 
morale boost for the 200 people 
who attended. A plush venue, the 
unveiling of the huge Alfred the 
Great backdrop, great speeches 
by many party officials, inspir¬ 
ing testimonials from various 
newcomers, and an immensely 
emotive final address by party 
chairman Nick Griffin, all com¬ 
bined to make it a really great 
meeting. 


Yet, for all that, it was nothing 
extraordinary - we've had plenty 
of good meetings in the past. 
The Northern rally, on the other 
hand, saw something very new 
happen. Once again it was a 
good meeting, and the fact that it 
was held in a Conservative Club 
later turned it into a major 
embarrassment for William 
Hague. But what really made the 
day was that the meeting ended 
with the majority of those pres¬ 
ent heading for a lightning 
(though carefully pre-planned) 
demonstration against anti-white 
racist attacks outside Oldham 
police station. 

Excellent publicity 

This received excellent publicity 
in the town, with the police say¬ 
ing publicly that the BNP 
demonstrators were "well disci¬ 
plined, well-organised and not 
trying to incite trouble." This not 
only raised the local profile of 
the BNP but also boosted the 
morale of white residents gener¬ 


ally, as they saw that, at long 
last, they had a party organising 
in Oldham to demand Rights for 
Whites. Thanks to everyone who 
turned out, the party was already 
on the road to a good vote in the 
town later in the year! 

Middle England 

While this year has seen a mas¬ 
sive emphasis on issues related 
to immigration, that is a reflec¬ 
tion on outside events rather 
than a decision to neglect other 
issues. And in fact, over the first 
few months of the year, a lot of 
energy was directed into expos¬ 
ing the Government's criminally 
incompetent handling of the 
Foot and Mouth epidemic, and 
to building on the earlier good 
work of our Land & People cir¬ 
cle in seeking to break out of our 
urban heartlands and into rural 
'Middle England.' 

A combination of short circu¬ 
lation leaflets and Internet work 
won the party some excellent 
coverage in various local and 
regional media outlets, and got 


our stance against MAFF incom¬ 
petence and in favour of protect¬ 
ing British agriculture across to 
large numbers of farmers. An 
eye-witness account from a BNP 
soldier of the disgusting brutali¬ 
ty involved in the culling of per¬ 
fectly healthy animals started off 
on our own website but ended up 
in many of the national papers, 
including the Mail and the 
Times , and in agricultural expert 
Richard North's definitive book 
about the crisis and the 
Government/EU scheming to 
undermine British agriculture. 

White Rights 

Meanwhile, back in the multira¬ 
cial cities, the Spring saw the 
launch of FAIR - Families 
Against Immigrant Racism - our 
white victims' support group. 
Quite apart from some more 
good publicity, the public 
response in areas where we've 
tested FAIR material has already 
proved the value of this 
approach, but a lot more needs to 
be done to get it up and running 
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effectively in its own right. 

More work had been done in 
Oldham before the story of the 
brutal attack on Walter 
Chamberlain hit the national 
media. We were already plan¬ 
ning to contest at least two seats 
in the town, and local organiser 
Mick Treacy had already asked 
Nick Griffin to stand. The adop¬ 
tion meeting was scheduled for 
that weekend anyway, and the 
coincidence was irresistible for 
the media. 

Media coverage 

The result was a tidal wave of 
TV, radio and newspaper inter¬ 
views, including a double 
appearance by Nick Griffin on 
GMTV, which left top interview¬ 
er John Stapleton almost speech¬ 
less with rage and the large 
breakfast audience aware that 
even Oldham's police chief had 
described what was going on as 
"ethnic cleansing of white peo¬ 
ple." 

The BNP's presence in the 
town again became a matter for 
extensive media coverage in the 
wake of the massive Muslim riot 
there. The tensions this caused 
undoubtedly boosted the party's 
vote in the general election, but 
this factor should not be over¬ 
stated. After all, the second high¬ 
est vote in the entire election 
came in Burnley, weeks before 
there were any riots in that town. 

General election 

And, of course, Britain has seen 
race riots before, without them 
automatically producing big 
nationalist votes. They always 
produce heightened awareness 
of the problems caused by mass 
immigration, but this doesn't get 
translated into electoral support 


without a great deal of grass¬ 
roots work and a conscious 
effort to make the party in ques¬ 
tion a 'legitimate' choice. Protest 
votes don't fall into anyone's lap, 
they have to be mopped up. 

Which is exactly what we did 
in June's general election, with 
the now well-known conse¬ 
quence that in Oldham West 
Nick Griffin beat the LibDems 
(who control Oldham council) 
by scoring 16.4% - the highest 
parliamentary vote ever for a 
white nationalist in Britain. The 
second highest vote came in 
Burnley, where Steve Smith 
took 11.25%, a particularly 
striking result given that the 
town had seen no 'ethnic' rioting 
at all in the run up to the elec¬ 
tion. Mick Treacy came a very 
close third, gaining 11.2% in 
Oldham East. Overall we saved 
five deposits and came within a 
whisker of saving many more! 

Election glory 

This would have been newswor¬ 
thy in its own right, but the 
impact was greatly increased by 
the famous gagging stunt. At the 
end of a basically boring elec¬ 
tion, the appearance of the two 
BNP candidates in Oldham 
wearing bold print messages on 
T-shirts and gags - in protest at 
being banned from speaking 
from the count platform - 
became the most well-known 
image of the entire campaign. 
Once again, the BNP managed 
to create such a good story that 
even leftwing media outlets just 
couldn't resist running it. 

As the summer wore on, more 
and more Northern towns went 
up in flames as youths of 
Pakistani and Bangladeshi origin 
fought with the police and 


attacked white and Hindu- 
owned businesses and houses. 
The ethnic minority violence in 
Bradford in particular was 
described by police as being of 
unparalleled ferocity. Tensions 
rose as white communities start¬ 
ed to mobilise in self-defence 
and it was announced that 
armoured police land rovers had 
been shipped from Belfast to a 
depot near Bradford in order to 
control any further outbreaks. 

Blame the whites 

As part of a growing media cam¬ 
paign to try to shift the blame for 
the trouble onto the white com¬ 
munity, the BBC decided (with a 
bit of well-timed help from our 
own Media Monitoring Unit) to 
put Nick Griffin in the 
News night ring with Jeremy 
Paxman. No doubt it was felt 
that Paxo would give Mr. Griffin 
a very public working over, 
leaving the BNP's new public 
image for success in ruins and 
giving viewers the impression 
that the party was in some way 
to blame for the riots. 

In the event, however, the 
interview turned into another 
BNP triumph and a disaster for 
Paxman. The bitterly anti-white 
Observer columnist Nick Cohen 
described it as "the worst day's 
work in his entire career." In the 
studio immediately afterwards, 
Paxo himself lost his temper, 
shouting at Mr. Griffin that his 
blaming politically correct 
reporting for exacerbating ethnic 
tensions was "absolute f***ing 
bollocks!" 

The interview became news in 
its own right; the Independent 
even devoted an editorial to it, 
recommending that the BBC 
should stop giving airtime to

Nick Griffin as he had become a 
"skilful interviewee." Some TV 
programmers had already clearly 
reached the same conclusion; 
another media heavyweight, 
Martin Bashir, had interviewed 
him for a good 25 minutes for a 
programme about events in 
Oldham, but not one second of 
this exchange has ever been 
shown! 

The Paxman piece, however, 
was seen by millions of people 
and produced a wave of tele¬ 
phone and Internet enquiries 
which wasn't much smaller than 
those brought in by the general 
election results themselves. 

Other spokesmen 

Nick Griffin was also inter¬ 
viewed repeatedly on various 
radio stations, particularly Radio 
4, where he took two more top 
level BBC scalps - Sue 
McGregor and John Humphries. 
But the BNP's media presence 
over the summer certainly wasn't 
a one-man band. No fewer than 
twelve of our spokesmen 
appeared on major TV or radio 
programmes, with Burnley's 
Steve Smith and Oldham's Mick 
Treacy in particular rapidly 
become seasoned experts at han¬ 
dling the predictably PC ques¬ 
tions. 

As the enquiries continued to 
pour in, the media coverage 
became a story in its own right. 
Bill Morris, the Jamaican-born 
leftist in charge of the Transport 
and General Workers Union, 
complained that the BBC had 
become "the house journal of the 
BNP." "Nick Griffin," he 
whinged, "is on Radio 4 more 
often than the Prime Minister."

Exaggerated though his com¬ 
plaint undoubtedly was, it does 
reflect the huge growth in our 
media profile. At local and 
regional level too, 2001 has seen 
a big increase in newspaper cov¬ 
erage of BNP stories, some of 
them presented with a degree of 
objectivity that would have been 
unthinkable only a couple of 
years ago. That couldn't be said 
though about most of the hyster¬ 
ical coverage generated by Nick 
Griffin's four-day tour of 
Scotland, although even here 
quite a few good pro-BNP points 
did stand out from the crazed 
fantasies about his presence 
being likely to spark "Bradford- 
style riots" all over Scotland! 

Refuting media lies 

Our continual effort to refute 
such media excesses was led as 
always by Dr. Phil Edwards' 
Media Monitoring Unit, which 
even at one stage forced a retrac¬ 
tion over one particularly lurid 
fantasy about the funding of our 
general election campaign out of 
the News of the World . 

Also conceived partly to blunt 
the edge of the opposition PR 
onslaught was the BNP's Ethnic 
Liason Committee, a group 
intended to provide a political 
home for the small but growing 
number of pro-British non¬ 
whites who, while they cannot 
join the party, are nevertheless 


willing to help us in our fight 
against continued mass immi¬ 
gration and the way in which the 
native British have been turned 
into second class citizens in our 
own land. The ELC was 
unveiled in July and didn't just 
produce some excellent publici¬ 
ty; its organisational value has 
since been proven by the 
ground-breaking joint audio 
venture Islam - a threat to us all , 
produced by the BNP, Sikhs and 
Hindus. Unfortunately, this is so 
mind-blowing for liberals that 
two different journalists have 
already told us that they are not 
going to cover the story because 
"we don't know how to handle 
it." Nevertheless, it shows the 
potential for finding allies 
against multiculturalism in the 
most unlikely places. 

Red-White-and-Blue 2001 

Red-White-and-Blue 2001 
attracted massive media atten¬ 
tion, with ridiculous claims 
about "secret training camps" 
and threats to stop it by the far- 
left completely backfiring when 
regional television news pro¬ 
grammes showed footage of the 
event itself. The RWB also pro¬ 
vided some of the very best 
shots in the Panorama pro¬ 
gramme shown recently. 

Despite the terrible weather, 
the Red-White-and-Blue was the 
highlight of the year for many 
people with more than 500 
attending. Some will treasure 


most the way you could have 
heard a pin drop between the 
verses of the Welsh national 
anthem as sung by two little 
girls. Others will remember 
above all the warm comradeship 
when the whole audience joined 
in the singing of traditional 
British folk songs on the 
Saturday evening. Then there 
were the fireworks; the superb 
regional stalls; the cultural 
events such as the YBNP's 
'White Slavery' presentation or 
the recitation of our land's earli¬ 
est surviving poem, the 
Gododdin ; children playing on 
the bouncy castle in the pouring 
rain; the impassioned speeches, 
or the sheer emotion as hundreds 
of people belted out Jerusalem at 
the end. Everybody who was 
there will have their own special 
memories - and everyone will be 
back again next year! 

The RWB, of course, takes a 
huge amount of effort, not to 


mention thousands of pounds, to 
organise. Not so the next wave 
of national BNP publicity, which 
cost us just one short phone call! 
Earlier in the year, Iain Duncan- 
Smith had stated that "the BNP 
should be crushed." 

Getting back at IDS 

Stage One of our retaliatory 
'Operation Payback' came when 
the BNP's website carried an 
article explaining why we want¬ 
ed to see IDS win the Tory lead¬ 
ership race. As a matter of fact, 
we weren't fussed either way, 
but we guessed that the piece 
would prove too good for papers 
like the Mirror and Guardian to 
resist. 

Much to his chagrin, this 
turned out to be the case. IDS 
was perfectly set up for Stage 
Two, which was launched when 
a little bird tipped off his rival 
Ken Clarke's camp about the 
presence among the local 
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Conservative vice chairmen 
backing IDS of one Edgar 
Griffin - father of the BNP chair¬ 
man. As expected, the Clarke 
team promptly fed the story to 
the media, and Iain Duncan- 
Smith found out just how politi¬ 
cally uncomfortable it can be to 
cross the British National Party! 
We were big news yet again. 

It wasn't just a matter of 
revenge, though. The hard polit¬ 
ical calculation behind the leak 
was that IDS would still win, but 
that having done so he would 
feel compelled to put plenty of 
clear pink water between the 
Conservatives and the BNP. 
Once again, we were right, and a 
steady trickle of Tories defected 
to us as their old party's new 
leader condemned 'racism,' per¬ 
secuted various 'right-wingers' 
and promised to make the 
Conservative party more attrac¬ 
tive to ethnic minorities and 
homosexuals. 

Events and campaigns 

September also saw the first of 
the Young BNP’s youth camps, 
Camp Excalibur. This was a 
great success with around 30 
young people attending for a 
weekend of outdoor pursuits. 

The media's traditional late 
summer 'Silly Season' came to 
an abrupt end on September 
11th. Naturally enough, in the 
first few days after the World 
Trade Center attack, there was 
really no other news. But when 
journalists started looking for a 
different angle a few days later, 
the BNP had already laid it out 
for them on a plate - a national 
Campaign Against Islam. 

Within hours of the horror, we 
had on our website a download¬ 
able leaflet pointing out to par¬ 
ents their right to withdraw their 
children from Religious 
Instruction lessons if they don’t 
want them taught about Islam or 
other foreign religions. 

This leaflet, and one which 
was conventionally produced 
with a huge print run a few days 
later, received massive publicity, 
especially in the West Midlands. 
Apart from the mass production 
standard anti-Islam leaflet, 
another leaflet distributed via 
Internet downloads was entitled 
'Islam - a cross to bear' and was 
aimed at churchgoers. Only 
small numbers were put out, but 
that was enough. The activists 
who leafleted Canterbury 
Cathedral made a particularly 
big impression on account of 


one of them being dressed as a 
vicar! The Panorama website 
described this imaginative trick, 
and the Oldham gagging, as 
examples of the way in which 
the BNP is now the master of the 
political stunt. Praise indeed, 
coming from the most powerful 
propaganda machine in Britain! 

Training 

October saw the first BNP 
Annual College - a full and 
intensive day designed to impart 
vital organisational skills to key 
officials. With so much potential 
in next May's council elections, 
it was a natural choice to focus 
at this event on in-depth training 
in electioneering techniques, and 
complying with new financial 
regulations. 

Then came the results from 
Burnley. Our candidates won 
votes of 19% and 23%, taking 
second place in one of two 
wards which are by no means 
our best in the town. And this in 
the teeth of what Granada TV's 
political correspondent called 
"an unprecedented Labour party 
campaign" involving Cabinet 
Ministers and TV personalities 
knocking on doors and telling 
people that they'd lose their jobs 
if they elected the BNP! 

A third seat in Burnley was up 
for grabs the following week 
and, we took more than 19%. 
This was the clearest possible 
proof that the Panorama hatchet 
job, which went out on the 
Sunday between the elections, 
had no impact on ordinary vot¬ 
ers. And it was the best evidence 
yet that, provided enough seri¬ 
ous work - particularly blanket 
canvassing - is done in our target 
wards in places like Burnley, 
next year can end up even better 
than this one! 

All the exciting activities and 
high profile media coverage 
wouldn’t be any use if they 
didn’t lead to growth and a 
stronger organisation. So some 
of the best things about our 
progress in 2001 have been 
achieved behind-the-scenes: 

• Our new recruitment rate this 
autumn has been five times what 
it was this time last year 

• There are new units springing 
up all over the country. Swansea, 
Brighton, Basildon, Watford, 
Hull, East Birmingham North 
Wales and Halifax are just a few 
of them. 

• Branches and groups all over 
the country are witnessing bur¬ 


geoning attendance at meetings 

• Since January this year the 
BNP has gone from not having 
any print equipment of its own 
to having fast, high-tech digital 
printers in London, Oldham and 
Belfast 

• Our 'virtual headquarters' 
team has grown from four only 
two years ago to more than a 
dozen 

• In between all the recruiting 
activity and media fuss, the 
party's administration has suc¬ 
cessfully carried out a massive 
planning and reorganisation pro¬ 
gramme to enable us to comply 
with the new law on party fund¬ 
ing 

• The Young BNP is now well- 
established, holding its own very 
successful activities and having 
a presence in fifty schools 
already 

• After a gap of some years, the 
BNP is nationally available via 
BT Directory Enquiries 

• Both Freedom and Identity 
now make healthy profits, and 
the party now has proper 
accounting procedures, with its 
national accounts being present¬ 


ed annually to the Advisory 
Council and all organisers 

• The general election produced 
record hits on our websites, and 
our Internet presence brings in a 
steady flow of new members and 
lapsed 'old hands' who can now 
see light at the end of the tunnel 
for British nationalism 

• With more than one hundred 
members, the Trafalgar Club is 
the most successful fund-raising 
group in the history of the BNP 

• The Publicity department has 
revamped and expanded our 
propaganda range, including 
leaflets, posters and other items. 
And our machinery for dealing 
with the media is better than 
ever 

• The party's expanded central 
administration has been able to

EXCELLENT BURNLEY 
BY-ELECTION RESULTS 

"British National Party vote nearly doubles in Burnley. Twenty years 
ago it was the Militant Tendency challenging Labour in the North West, 
now is it going to be the BNP?" This was the shocked reaction in a 
Granada TV news report of the results of two council by-elections in 
Burnley last month. The average BNP vote rose to 21%, compared with 
12% in May 2000 and 11.25% in this year's general election. 


I n Trinity Ward, Mark Terrell 
(pictured above on left) 
came second with 19%, 
while in Lowerhouse Carol 
Ann Hughes (pictured above 
centre) came third with an excel¬ 
lent 23.5% of the vote. 

increase in vote 

A week later, a third by-election 
took place in Rosehill. Despite a 
front page attack in the local 
paper, BNP candidate James 
Cowell (pictured above on right) 
took 19.2% of the vote, beating 
both the LibDems and the 
Conservatives, who had been 
unable to find candidates in the 
other two wards and only man¬ 
aged to get 8.4%. 


The BNP increase is all the 
more remarkable on account of a 
totally unprecedented mobilisa¬ 
tion by Labour, which saw the 
sitting MP take 
three weeks out 
of parliament to 
knock on virtu¬ 
ally every door 
in order to urge 
his constituents 
not to vote BNP. 

Three Labour 
cabinet minis¬ 
ters, including 
John Prescott, 
joined in the 
campaign as 
well, complete 
with dire threats 


that employers would move out 
and leave everyone unemployed 
if electors dared to choose the 
British National Party! 

Anti-BNP effort 

Labour also put 
out no fewer than 
five leaflets to 
every home and, 
most important of 
all, bussed in 
huge numbers of 
activists from all 
over the north of 
England to can¬ 
vass and recan¬ 
vass every single 
house. Members 
of the far-left 


were also active, distributing lie- 
filled anti-BNP smear sheets. 
The BNP, by contrast, ran a low- 
key, local campaign. 

Future opportunity 

The leap in the BNP vote was 
therefore very heartening, 
because Labour will be unable to 
mount such an intensive cam¬ 
paign next May, when they’ll be 
stretched over a huge number of 
seats. Obviously more work, 
particularly proper canvassing of 
key wards, is essential if we are 
to win in places like Burnley, but 
as long as this is done, May 2002 
could see an historic break¬ 
through.

A ROUND UP OF THE 
MONTH'S PARTY NEWS

■ Although N.West London BNP 
has been very active with a vari¬ 
ety of community politics initia¬ 
tives over the last year, the branch 
has not held any formal meetings 
up until now. This changed in 
November, with an inaugural 
meeting attended by 40 activists 
and supporters. The meeting was 
chaired by Ian Edwards and 
addressed by two key activists 
from Woking, Bob James from 
East London, and party chairman 
Nick Griffin. 



■ November saw the first BNP 
meeting to be held in Liverpool 
since the old branch there folded 
in 1991. Chaired by Joe Davies, 
the meeting was briefly addressed 
by several other local speakers, 
and then by Nick Griffin. With an 
excellent first time attendance of 
nearly 40 people and a collection 
of £250, the hard work put in over 
the last few months - with more 
than 2,000 Freedoms going out 
every issue - is clearly paying off. 

■ Members and supporters from 
Peterborough and various East 


Anglian towns packed into an enthu¬ 
siastic meeting on the afternoon 
before the annual Hereward Club 
dinner on 17th November. The meet¬ 
ing was addressed by a retired mid¬ 
wife and a practising psychiatric 
nurse, both of whom related their 
experiences in the Health Service to 
the problems facing the British peo¬ 
ple. Very welcome too was the 
founder of the original BNP, John 
Bean, speaking at his first nationalist 
meeting for more than twenty years. 
Mr. Bean outlined his own political 
career, before going on to explain 
how the modem BNP's principled 
but moderate approach had con¬ 
vinced him that it offered real hope 
for the political salvation of Britain. 
Finally, the meeting was addressed 
by Nick Griffin, who used various 
extracts from the Koran to expose 
Politically Correct fictions about 
Islam, and pointed out the real ori¬ 
gins of the deep hostility towards 
British society that has led to 
Peterborough suffering events such 
as the brutal racist murder of 17- 
year-old white lad Ross Parker and 
the £4 million arson attack on the 
cathedral. 

■ Another very well attended meet¬ 
ing was held on 18th November, 
with 90 local members and support¬ 
ers present. It had a YBNP theme, 
with a speech from Mark Collett, 
YBNP Chairman, and Director of 
Publicity Paul Golding. Ably chaired 
by national treasurer John Brayshaw, 
the main address was given by party 


chairman Nick Griffin. Mr. Griffin 
explained the BNP's position on 
Afghanistan, and how our initial, 
conditional support for air strikes 
against the backers of Islamic terror¬ 
ism most certainly did not apply to 
sending in British soldiers to be sit¬ 
ting targets manning relief opera¬ 
tions or patrolling installations for 
US oil companies. All present 
enjoyed a buffet halfway through the 
meeting. The high level of morale 
was reflected by a collection which 
topped £500. 

■ The hard work needed to establish 
the BNP firmly in Hertfordshire, a 
major 'white flight' area north of 
London has carried on this year. The 
latest local meeting saw standing 
room only for an enthusiastic crowd 
including a number of new recruits. 
The meeting was chaired by Ray 
Johns and addressed by several key 
speakers. First up was Dr Phil 
Edwards from the BNP's Media 
Monitoring Unit, who reviewed 
some of the party's tussles with jour¬ 
nalists over recent months. Next on 
was party administration dynamo 
Chris Green, whose usual mix of 
good news, political passion and wit 
was very well received. After a 
break and an excellent collection, the 
main address was given by party 
chairman Nick Griffin. Mr. Griffin 
started by detailing the case of a lady 
member in North London, who had 
been illegally arrested and very 
roughly treated by a dozen police 
officers, for having put up one of the 


BNP's "Islam Out of Britain" 
posters. He explained that such a 
message was completely legal 
under present Race Laws and 
predicted that she would win 
very substantial compensation if 
the police were foolish enough to 
attempt to prosecute her. A wide- 
ranging speech was followed by 
an equally varied questions-and- 
answers session, which brought a 
very successful meeting to a 
close. 


■ The inaugural meeting of East 
Birmingham BNP was held on 



29th November. Rob Purcell did 
an excellent job chairing his 
meeting, which was attended by 
around 30 people. Nick Griffin 
rounded> off a hectic month by 
speaking here as well. He spoke 
about the threat posed by Muslim 
fundamentalism, and on how the 
BNP's message would be even 
better received by ordinary peo¬ 
ple who might have been slightly 
sceptical of just "taking the 
BNP's word for it" on account of 
being backed up by Sikhs and 
Hindus. The need for the party 
to continue working to put its 
message across in a sensible, 
moderate way was discussed and 
agreed during the questions-and- 
answers session. 
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The Australian 
General Election 

The Australian media was writing the Tory government's obituary six months ago. 
Of course the Tories had displayed the usual arrogance and incompetence which 
Australians have come to expect from their major party politicians. They had also 
introduced the despised Goods and Services Tax, the Australian equivalent of 
VAT. However their biggest problem was that their support base was haem¬ 
orrhaging, with a significant loss of voters to the nationalist One Nation party. 



T he preferential voting 
system in the past had 
enabled the major par¬ 
ties to make deals to 
retrieve straying voters, but this 
time the Powers That Be in 
Australia had decreed that 
nobody should make preference 
deals with One Nation. They 
were outraged by One Nation's 
past successes, and were deter¬ 
mined to destroy the party. 

Political chicanery 

The Labor party immediately 
announced that they would obey. 
Multinational business interests 
had already bought their support 
for internationalist economic 
policies with large corporate 
donations. But the Labor party 
also surrendered control of its 
social policy to the 'progressive' 
far-left decades ago, and it knew 
that there was no chance of a 
preference deal with One 
Nation. 

The Tories easily had the most 
to lose. They were reluctant to 
split the socially conservative 
vote, and some MPs wavered 
and made noises about making 
deals with One Nation. So the 
media threw hate propaganda at 
anybody who dared disobey, and 
threatened more during the 


forthcoming election campaign, 
until every last Tory did exactly 
as he had been told. 

Having been annihilated in two 
state elections earlier this year, 
Tory hopes for a General 
Election victory in 2001 were all 
but abandoned when they lost a 
federal by-election in a seat that 
had previously returned a Tory 
member for decades. Even the 
Tory Leader and Prime Minister, 
John Howard, had admitted that 
the Tories were "gone for all 
money." 

Refugees to the rescue 

In the meantime, the Labor party 
were busy planning how they 
would divide the spoils of their 
inevitable victory. They were a 
policy free zone, adopting the 
tactic of being a small target, and 
sitting back to watch the polls 
indicate growing anti-Tory senti¬ 
ment. Then, in his darkest hour, 
the PM was thrown a lifeline 
from the Tampa, a Norwegian 
cargo ship. The Tampa had res¬ 
cued a few hundred illegal 
immigrants from their sinking 
boat off the Indonesian coast, 
and had intended to return them 
to Indonesia. The trouble was 
that these illegal immigrants did¬ 
n't want to go back. They had 


paid good money to people 
smugglers to get to Australia, 
and they had also "lost" all of 
their identity papers after leav¬ 
ing Indonesia. (This makes it 
more difficult for Australia to 
prove that they are not genuine 
refugees.) Indonesia then said 
that it would not allow the ille¬ 
gals to return, and the Tampa 
captain was told that he would 
not be given permission to 
offload the illegals. The Tampa 
then headed for Christmas 
Island, an Australian territory off 
the north west coast. 

Getting tough 

Hundreds of boatloads of illegal 
immigrants had previously set 
sail for Australia from Indonesia 
during the term of the Tory gov¬ 
ernment, and all the government 
had done was send out Navy 
ships to welcome them. Not this 
time. The PM refused the 
Tampa captain 
permission to 
enter Australian 
waters, but he 
came anyway, 
and the deadlock 
developed into 
an 'international 
crisis'. 

The broadcast 
media were full 
of outrage that 
the PM would 
offer even token 
resistance to 
open border poli¬ 
cies, but the talk- 
back radio sta¬ 
tions went ballis¬ 
tic, with the PM 
receiving over¬ 
whelming popu¬ 
lar support. The 
government 
decided to lock 
in this support, 


and put pressure on the Labor 
party, by introducing some mod¬ 
erate enhancements to immigra¬ 
tion legislation. 

The knee-jerk Labor reaction 
was to vote against the propos¬ 
als, but they soon realised to 
their horror that they had taken a 
huge hit in the polls, with tradi¬ 
tional working class voters 
jumping ship to support the 
Tories. Within a week, Labor 
went from a massive 15% lead 
to being 15% behind. An elec¬ 
tion was due within a couple of 
months, and they faced a wipe¬ 
out. Pragmatism defeated princi¬ 
ple, and the Labor party was 
forced into a policy back flip. 

The Tories rubbed salt in the 
wound by introducing new legis¬ 
lation with more extensive 
changes to border protection 
laws, which the Labor party was 
forced to support through 
clenched teeth. 

Liberal outrage 

The media, academic and reli¬ 
gious leaders, special interest 
groups and assorted moral 
supremacists were furious. They 
had attempted to sideline One 
Nation via the ban on preference 
deals, but they had forced the 
PM into a situation where he had 
to steal One Nation's policies to 
win back the voters. To make 
matters even worse, the border 
protection policies were so pop¬ 
ular that the Labor party was 
also forced to support them. One 
Nation's policies on border pro¬ 
tection, which had been 
ridiculed as 'extremist' and

A vote for your local Liberal team member 
protects our borders and 
supports the Prime Minister’s team. 
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'racist’ a few weeks earlier, now 
had bipartisan support from the 
major parties and overwhelming 
public support! The 
Machiavellian plans of One 
Nation's opponents had back¬ 
fired spectacularly! 

The irony was that if the Tories 
had been allowed to exchange 
preferences with One Nation, it's 
possible that One Nation may 
have won a Senate position, but 
their influence on government 
policy would have been negligi¬ 
ble. There was much gnashing 
of teeth, wailing and indignant 
outrage. The Tampa tantrum 
went ballistic, but from that 
moment the election result 
became a foregone conclusion. 

Elitists defeated 


There are also several other 
promising developments that 
have resulted from the election 
campaign. 

One of the most important 
implications of One Nation's 
policy victory is that the guilt- 
inducing 'racism' response (I 
won't call it an argument) has 
lost its potency. Name-calling 
has been proven to be ineffec¬ 
tive. Voters refuse to be intimi¬ 
dated by those who rely on 
insults and abuse, due to their 
inability to engage in reasoned 
debate. 

Internal division 

One Nation's political opponents 
are also suffering from internal 
division. The Labor Party's 
insincerity in supporting the new 


border protection legislation was 
obvious from the beginning. The 
PM had driven a wedge between 
the progressive left elites and the 
traditional working class. Some 
Labor Party Senators even sec¬ 
ond guessed their leader, and 
made public statements indicat¬ 
ing that Labor would review (i.e. 
abolish) the border protection 
laws when they won govern¬ 
ment. 

The Labor party's attempts to 
paper over the cracks still didn't 
stop the 'progressive-left' elites 
from defecting to the Greens, 
with the result that Labor 
achieved its worst primary vote 
since the defeat of the Scullen 
government in 1931. The ALP 
vote in Sydney was the worst in 
100 years. A major party split 
looks imminent, with a huge 
internal brawl over control of 
party policy. 

Tactical voting 

The Tories also have their share 
of so-called 'moderates', who are 
also opposed to its tougher (but 
still woefully inadequate) border 
protection policies. Previous 
Tory leaders even joined in with 
Labor and Big Media spokes¬ 
men and said that a vote for the 
Tories was a vote for racism. 
Sooner or later the Tories are 


also headed for some serious 
infighting! 

Another good sign was that the 
proportion of primary votes that 
didn't go to the major parties 
remained above the 20% mark, 
despite the temporary drift of 
some One Nation voters to the 
Tories. More and more people 
are now willing to break long 
term allegiances with the major 
parties, and are basing their vot¬ 
ing decisions on policy and 
national interest rather than mis¬ 
placed historical loyalty. 

Election trick 

Within a few days of the elec¬ 
tion, there have already been 
calls on the Tories to betray the 
voters and abandon their border 
protection policies, and it's just a 
matter of time before they do. 
Just as with Margaret Thatcher's 
"We Are Being Swamped" trick, 
the Australian Tories only ever 
intended to raise the immigra¬ 
tion issue as temporary window 
dressing during the election 
campaign, and they are arrogant 
enough to believe that the voters 
will forget their betrayal before 
the next election is called. One 
Nation will be ready to remind 
them.

The election wasn't a battle 
between Labor and the Tories 
anymore, it became a battle 
between elitist opinion versus 
common sense, and common 
sense won by a landslide. The 
'elites' received a massive mid¬ 
dle finger salute from the 
Australian public. 

The chattering class elite have 
since been spinning themselves 
into an unbalanced state of dis¬ 
orientated hysteria as they des¬ 
perately try to come to grips 
with the election result. Their 
only consolation was the 4% 
decline in One Nation's vote. 
However, this had to be expect¬ 
ed given that the Tories had a 
better chance of forming a gov¬ 
ernment, and therefore a better 
chance of implementing and 
maintaining the border protec¬ 
tion policies. It wasn't a surprise 
that the Tories attracted some of 
the One Nation vote. 

The end result was that while 
One Nation's candidates didn't 
win at the election, One Nation's 
policies did. Since the whole 
point of electing representatives 
to Parliament is to influence 
government policy, One Nation 
has achieved a major objective. 


The Danish general election 


The recent Danish elections have confirmed that the national right in Denmark are on their 
way to power. The Social Democratic government was voted out of power in a landmark gen¬ 
eral election that handed power to conservatives who pledged to clamp down on immigration. 


O fficial results showed that 
right-of-centre opposi¬ 
tion parties, headed by 
Anders Fogh Rasmussen's con¬ 
servative Liberals, would con¬ 
trol 98 seats in the 179-seat 
parliament, compared to just 77 
seats for the Social Democrat- 
led coalition. The nationalist 
Danish People's Party, which 
has described immigration as 
the single biggest threat to 
Danish society, made strong 
gains in the election, nearly 
doubling its representation in 
parliament from the last elec¬ 
tion in 1998! Although Fogh 
Rasmussen has vowed to 
exclude the DPP from govern¬

The DPP's 
election slogan was "Vote 
Danish!" During the campaign, 
many Danes said they wanted to 
see more funding for their hospi¬ 
tals than for foreign aid and social 


welfare for refugees and immi¬ 
grants. The Social 

Democrats' contrasting calls 
for a more "humane" 
refugee policy and better 
integration of immigrants in 
Danish society appear to 
have fallen on deaf ears!

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The battle for freedom of speech 
in our nation’s universities... 


Britain's universities are world renowned for their excellent standard of education and 
students from all over the Europe and beyond come to Britain every year to study. We 
are told that the brightest young minds that Britain has to offer make up our student 
population, but the Politically Correct authorities treat students like children . 



U niversity students study¬ 
ing the sciences are 
expected to be able to 
devise experiments to 
test or disprove theories; those 
studying arts subjects are sup¬ 
posed to learn how to develop an 
argument or to criticise a posi¬ 
tion. For these practical reasons 
- let alone the fact that the right 
to speak your own mind is some¬ 
thing for which generations of 
Britons no older than today's stu¬ 
dents have bled and died on bat¬ 
tlefields all over the world - one 
might expect to find a healthy 
respect for free speech.

Marxist attack 

Free speech was first destroyed 
by the Marxists who dominated 
the Student Unions and NUS in 
the 1970s. They adopted a "No 
Platform for Racists and 
Fascists" policy, under which 
various followers of mass mur¬ 
derers such as Lenin, Trotsky, 
Stalin and Mao decided who was 
a "racist" or a "fascist." This 
affront to the long established 
British tradition of free speech 
has stood pretty much intact 


since then, but it's getting 
increasingly wobbly as each new 
generation of students includes 
fewer and fewer Marxist bigots, 
bores and cranks. 

Nationalists organised 

Last year, a group of nationalist 
students organised a direct chal¬ 
lenge to the "No Platform" poli¬ 
cy at Leeds University. We met 
stiff resistance from various 
Stalinist and Leninist groups 
such as the pro-IRA, pro-pae¬ 
dophile Socialist Workers Party, 
as well as the Jewish Society, 
who went to the lengths of 
bringing in Ray Hill, a convicted 
thief and racist thug who spent 
time as paid informer and agent 
provocateur in the BNP, to build 
support for the repressive status 
quo. This eventually led to the 
University's Free Speech 
Society being banned by the 
Union Council. 

Last year the student paper, 
Leeds Student , was the voice of 
reason on campus. It remained 
impartial on the issue and 
allowed an open debate that ran 
all year. What really perplexed 
many students was the fact that 


although the BNP is a totally 
legal and registered political 
party, we weren't allowed to 
voice our opinions. Many people 
took part in this debate and 
young nationalists on campus 
spent much time debating with 
other students on this issue. 

Don’t mention the BNP 

This year, however, the people 
running Leeds Student have been 
told that if they as much as men¬ 
tion the BNP or Young BNP 
leader Mark Collett they will 
lose all their funding! They 
couldn't even print my opinion 
in a survey about favourite 
flavours of ice cream! The ban 
even applies to stories critical of 
the party, lest their appearance 
give us a voice under the "right 
to reply." 

So the Union Executive and 
the Union Council have taken 
the disgustingly undemocratic 
step of banning all political 
debate, including criticism of the 
BNP, to prevent our political 
message or even our very exis¬ 
tence being publicised. Thus the 
'liberals’ are now even gagging 
the Marxist groups which first 
came up with the no platform 
policy. We are all being robbed 
of the right to express our opin¬ 
ions on race, culture and her¬ 
itage. The student population at 
Leeds has been turned from a 


vibrant group of young people 
with flourishing open debate on 
a range of topics to one in which 
everyone is silenced under a sick 
Stalinist form of oppression, a 
totalitarian regime under which 
even a society for the preserva¬ 
tion of free speech is banned! 

Censorship 

The people who put this No 
Platform policy in place say that 
the BNP and its members are 
mad and no one really wants to 
hear what we have to say, thus 
the No Platform policy protects 
students! Well if we are so mad 
then why won't they debate with 
us? Surely their ideology is not 
that weak? 

The truth is that no one seeks 
to silence a mad man for this is 
pointless, as his ramblings are 
easily exposed. But an individ¬ 
ual who tells the uncomfortable 
truth about the failings of a sick 
society is always a threat. Thus 
the Union and its corrupt council 
and executive have banned the 
very mention of the BNP or of 
my name. Nothing could show 
better just how much they fear 
our message. Deep down they 
know that the liberal system is 
collapsing and that our message 
is one of truth and love, not lies 
and hatred. They know that 
nationalism is the wave of the 
future, but they still think they 
can play King Canute.

Internal conflict 

The Romans left the shores of 
Britannia in the 5th century AD 
with the 20 or so British tribes 
fighting one another. The next 
four centuries saw waves of 
attackers led by various Jutish, 
Anglian and Saxon nobility all 
seeking to establish themselves 
as kings of these islands. These 
Germanic warlords prevailed. 
Norse and Danish fleets attacked 
the Irish and Scottish coasts and 
shores of the Saxon kingdoms of 


Anglia and North¬ 
umbria. The constant 
threat of external 
attack led men of 
vision to unify their 
own people, men like 
Kenneth mac Alpin 
uniting the two war¬ 
ring kingdoms of the 
Piets and the Scots, (c. 
847) and his contem¬ 
porary Alfred the 
Great, a Saxon who 
brought about the uni¬ 
fication of England (c. 
888). At around the 
same time Rhodri the 
King of Gwynedd 
briefly united his peo¬ 
ple before Wales was 
attacked and divided 
by the Mercian lead¬ 
ers. No English king 
made greater efforts to 
rule the whole of 
Britain than Edward 
1 st - who dreamed of a 
reborn Britannia. The union 
between England and Wales was 
completed after the defeat of 
Llywelyn in 1283 and the 
Statute of Rhuddlan, which 
imposed Norman law through¬ 
out Wales was enacted a year 
later. Edward engineered a mas¬ 
terstroke of diplomacy by his 
first son, also Edward being 
bom in Wales being given the 
title Prince of Wales (a title 
enduring to this day). The 
crowns of England and Scotland 
have been one since 1603 with 
the Act of Union, signed in 
1707, marking England’s and 
Scotland’s agreement to perma¬ 
nent union as Great Britain. 

Making of Britain 

The Norman king Henry II was 
the first to expand his rule into 
Ireland. In 1171 he landed a 


force and received homage from 
all but two of Ireland's chief¬ 
tains. Six centuries of troubles, 
with dirty deeds by all parties, 
then followed before full politi¬ 
cal unity was achieved with the 
term United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland being adopt¬ 
ed in 1801. The Anglo-Irish 
treaty of 1921 formalised a par¬ 
tition of Ireland and the current 
name of our country, the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland, was adopted in 
1927. 

Great achievements 

With the nations of these Isles 
united as one, the Britannic peo¬ 
ples went on to build the mighti¬ 
est Empire in history, which 
brought civilisation to much of 
the world. They also went on to 
construct great nations overseas, 
created in our image, such as 
America, Canada and Australia. 
In an age where our enemies are 
using Hollywood propaganda 
and petty EU regulations to frac¬ 
ture the unity of our nation, it is" 
the great mission of our move¬ 
ment to once again unite the 
peoples of Britain!

The Great Betrayal, by 
Pat Buchanan, reviewed

A Republic, 
Not an Empire 

Reclaiming America’s Destiny 


R eaders will recall that 
Buchanan was for a time 
the frontrunner for the 
Republican candidacy for 
President in 1996, and he uses 
his tours of the United States to 
illustrate the damage done to 
communities by free trade, 
globalisation and in particular 
NAFTA. It is the manic logic 
of free trade that is creating a 
schism in American society 
between those who benefit - 
chiefly bankers, brokers, media 
elites and privileged academics 
who argue free trade is good - 
and the millions of middle and 
working class families that 
have seen their living standards 
fall since 1970 as a result of 
often unfair competition. He 
argues that Britain's addiction 
to Free Trade after the Repeal 
of the Com Laws in 1846 
squandered her industrial lead 
against Prussia and the USA 
precisely because the latter two 
countries used protectionism to 
succour their infant industries. 
From these beginnings Free 
Trade has now spread world¬ 
wide, leading to the rapid de¬ 
industrialisation of the US (and 
more so the UK), and because 
manufacturing jobs pay better 
than service work, there is less 
money for health and social 
care provision leading to more 
public squalor. The Great 
Betrayal indeed.
